In addition, it said, the Na-} 
tionar Cancer Institute reviewed! 
case histories submitted by Mr.! 
Hoxsey and could find “no scien-' 
tific evidence that * * • the treat- 
ment has any value." \ I 
The Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration also said the treatment^ 
“represents a gross deception to^ 
the consumer. It is imminently 
dangerous to rely - upon it in 
neglect - of competent and ra- 
tional treatment." 

The agency said it “has re- 
ceived reports of deaths which 
occurred after surgery was for- 
saken in favor of the Hoxsey 
treatment while the cancer was 
still operable and where surgery. 
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promised excellent prospect* of

The Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration has been battling with 
Hoxsey for^ more 'than eight 
yeats. In 1953 it won a Federal 
couf;t. order in Texas prohibiting 
Mr.fiioxsey and his clinic from 
shipping its medicines injntcr- 
statfe commerce.

In Issue NO* 269 of **Ccmmon Sense", dated 
2/1/57, on page 4, under the heading "Help Us To Help 
You", CONDE MC GINLEY, the Editor, printed an open 
letter to his readers. The letter is as follows; 


"Friends: 


"Those who have studied the all-important 
question before the world today realize that the Ani- 
Defamatlon League of B'nai B’rlth is the back-bone of 
the Marxist program in the United States* The B’nai 
B’rith is a Jewish organization functioning on a world®- 
wide scale. 
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B'rith has 1750 lodges in the U«S« 
and Canada, vrltb 400,000 members » According to the 
HY Times May 4, 1956, they have expended sixty million 
dollars in the last three years« The A*D«L« is the 
militant arm of the B*nai B*rith; it is the Invisible 
Government in the United States* 

"In the Communist satellite states the 
high government officials have been Jews almost without 
exception« Before the Jewish rule could be established 
officially, the leaders opposing Communism had to be 
broken down and destroyed* During the last three years 
the Russian Communists, having disco%^ared that the Jews 
set up Communism to use it in advanci/ig their own 
interests, have been successful in m«>.neuvering some 
Jews out of top positions* The |;opu.lation of these 
countries did not realize what was going on until too 
late; then they were too helpless to stand behind their 
leaders*

Judge Armstrong Foundation o£ Ft« V/orth, Texas 

In Issue No» 245 of "Common Sense", dated 
February 1, 1956, there is a story under the caption 
"Patriots Last V/orhs Available", In this article, 
it was announced that the Judge Armstrong Foundation of 
Ft* Worth, Texas had turned over the entire inventory 
of books of the late Judge GEORGE W. ARMSTRONG to the 
CEA* The article indicated that the books were now 
available to readers of "Common Sense", 


On August 17, 1956, | | 

"Ft* Worth Star-Telegram", a daily newspaper. Ft* Worth, 
Texas, made available for review her file on GEORGE 
W« ARMSTRONG, SR«, from which the following infoimiation 
was obtained: 

JAMBS MC LEAN, of AP News Features, interviewed 
GEORGE W. ARMSTRONG, SR,, at Natchez, Mississippi, on 
11/12/49 and released the following information for 
publication in morning papers of November 13, 1949: 

GEORGS W. ARMSTRONG, SR. was born in Jasper 
County, Texas, the son of an itinerant Methodist minister 
He was 84 years old at time of above interview* He 
graduated from University of Texas School of Law in 
1880, and began the practice of law at Ft* Worth, Texas, 
in 1890* He was elected County Judge of Tarrant County, 
Ft* Worth, in 1897, and became known as "JUDGE ARMSTRONG" 
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He resided during his latter years at 
Woodstock Plantation at Natchez, Mississippi, hut 
maintained a residence at Ft 6 Worth, Texas, for voting 
purposes^ He gained considerable wealth as a result of 
oil ventures, banking, cattle, utilities, steel 
manufacturing in Texas, and land buying in Mississippi « 
He is reported to have owned at least three oil fields 
in three counties consisting of 18 oil wellsi, and 33 
plantations* v 

At the date of the interview on November 12, 
1949, Mr* ARMSTRONG stated that three years previously, 
he had established at Ft* Worth, Texas, the "Judge 
Armstrong Foundation, which * siphons off* abOut 15% 
of his income for tax exempt charitable and educational 
purposes'** Judge ARIilSTRONG was an exponent against 
what he termed "racial mongrelization" which 
in his view was the ** intermingling of Jews, Gentiles 
and Negroes in the same schools", which he violently 
opposed^ 


Judge ARMSTRONG stated that among others, his 
organization had contributed to GFRALD L,K« SMITH, of 
the Christian Nationalist Crusade with headquarters at 
St* Louis, Missouri, and to EMORY BURKS, leader of an 
Anti^Hegro and Anti-Jewish group of Atlanta, Georgia, 
and to R,H, BSST, of Boston, Massachusetts, a former 
American newspaperman in Germany who was convicted of 
treason for Nazi propaganda work* Judge ARMSTRONG 
claimed that SMITH, BURKE aud BEST wei*e "persecuted 
persons*** 


The **Star«Telegram" file contains a news 
story which appeared in the .** Star-Telegram" in evening 
edition of January 21, 1952, concerning a suit which 
ARBSSTRONG had filed in Ft* Worth in U*S* District Court 
in which he sought refund from U*S« Treasury of $620*00 
and $6,276«30 for alleged er3X>neous income tax assess- 
ments made in 1948* In this suit, Judge ARMSTRONG 
and his wife alleged that in 1948, they had contributed 
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$lj,000o00 and in 1943, had contributed $10,000oG0 to 
the Judge Armstrong Bbundation and that they had not 
been allowed deductions on the same* 

A story in the ’♦Star-Telegram”, morning 
edition of November 27, 1952, stated that the basis of 
the suit was ’’whether or not the Judge Armstrong 
Foundation, now inactive, was entirely for charitable, 
educational and religious purposes”* 

This article said further that counsel for the 
ARMSTRONGS said the Foundation was created in 1945o The 
Government contended and won a decision to the effect 
that the Judge Armstrong Foundation was not entitled to 
the exemption of the Act because it was not devoted 
exclusively to religious, educational or charitable 
purposes b The government contended that the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue had based his decision on the fact 
that the Foundation was distributing pamphlets "constituting 
propaganda designed to influence legislation*^ and, therefore, 
was not educational but ’’political” in nature* * 

According to this article, excerpts from one 
pamphlet read before the Federal Judge at trial of the 
case suggested that President WOODROW WILSON and FRANKLIN 
DELANO ROOSEVELT were Jews, and referred to President 
HARRY S, TRUMAN as a "Communist Traitor"* The article 
also said that Judge ARMSTRONG, an advocate of "white 
supremacy" , had asked in a preface to one volume 
of his writings that Congress abolish the 14th and 
15tb Amendments, which had freed the Negroes and guaranteed 
them their voting rights* At the trial. Judge ARMSTRONG 
testified that one of the main purposes of the Judge 
Armstrong Foundation was to print and disseminate his 
writings* The govermnent, on the other hand, contended 
that the Foundation distributed pamphlets and books which 
were anti-S^itic, advocated repeal of the 14th and 15th 
Amendments and alleged a sinister world Communistic 
conspiracy by Jews, and that it was used for propaganda 
and to try to influence legislation* 
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According to a news item in ” Star-Telegram” 
on October IS, 1954, Judge ARMSTRONG died at Natchez^ 
Mississippi, on October 1, 1954. 

T-4, o£ known reliability, was contacted on 
February 26, 1957, and reported that no information 
has been developed regarding the financial operation 
of CONDE MC GINLEY, Editor of "Common Sense", or of the 
financial operation of the CEA, publisher of "Common 
Sense"*
